Tfie Bristol Zoning Board today made public its findings in the protest filed with the Board 
by Carl Nelson et a1, protestants, in the case of C, S, W etherill, Jr., et a1, co-partners trading as 
"W etherill Enterprises” , owners. The members of tile Zoning Board are Maxwell J. Gordon, chairman, 
Stephen Midouha.s and Dominic Roiierto, 
C. S. Wetherill, Jr., said today that he plans to appeal the findings of the Zoning Board to 
Hie Bucks County Court. 
ilie findings of the board follow: 
* 
This proceeding has been in­ 
stituted for the purpose of deter­ 
mining whether the circumstances 
hereinafter described constitute a 
violation (St the Bristol Borough 
Zoning Ordinance of 1951, and lf 
they do, then to make such order a* 
may be appropriate In the premises. 
In order that this Board might 
be fully Informed ae tq the relevant 
circumstances, a hearing In the 
matter 
was 
scheduled 
for 8:10 
o’clock p. rn., on February 6, 1853, 
at the Bristol Borough Municipal 
Building In the Borough of Bristol, 
Pennsylvania, and was duly adver­ 
tised in The Bristol Courier, a 
newspaper of general circulation In 
the Borough of Bristol, on January 
SO. 1WS3. Such hearing was held at 
the time, on the date and at the 
place so advertised. 
It was attended by C. 8. Wethe­ 
rill. Jr., and W illiam » J. Begley, 
Esquire, his counsel, and by a 
number of neighboring property 
owners and James Fltscharles, III, 
Esquire, their counsel. 
From the testimony taken and 
exhibits Introduced at said hearing 
we hearby find the following facts: 
Findings of Fact 
On Jnne 8,1826 Claude S. Wethe­ 
rill purchased from one Andrew 
Bordoni, et ax., a tract of land 
(which, together with the right of 
way next mentioned, la hereinafter 
referred to as "Tract I ” ), fronting 
406 feet on the southwest side of 
Bloomsdale Road and 186.8 feet on 
the northwest side of Old Route 13, 
in the Borough of Bristol, together 
with an easement for the purpose of 
railroad right of way over a 56- 
foot wide strip of ground Immedi­ 
ately adjoining to the southwest. 
On January 16, 1929 the said 
Claude S. Wetherill purchased from 
Minot J. H ill, et ux., a tract of 
land (hereinafter referred to as 
"Tract 2"j, fronting 166 feet on 
the northwest side of Old Route IS, 
in the Borough of Bristol. Immedi­ 
ately adjoining on the southwest 
the 56-foot wide railroad easement 
atrip above referred to. 
At all times since the last men­ 
tioned date Tract I and Tract 2 
have been held In single ownership, 
In the W etherill fam ily, aa follows: 
In 1640 the Trustees of the Estate 
of the said Claude 8. W etherill 
(then deceased) conveyed Tract I 
and Tract 2 (and two additional 
pieces of real estate outside of the 
Borough of Bristol) all described as 
separate parcels, to Claude Scott 
W etherill. Jr. In 1848 the latter and 
his wife conveyed Tract I and 
Tract 2 (and another piece of 
ground outside of the Borough of 
Bristo l), a ll described as separate 
parcels, to C. 8. W etherill, Inc., a 
Pennsylvania corporation. In 1952 
this corporation conveyed Tract I 
and Tract 2 (and another piece of 
ground outside the Borough of Bris­ 
to l), a ll described as separate par­ 
cels. to C. S. W etherill. Jr.. Claude 
8. W etherill, Srd, loan Q. W etherill, 
J. Donald W etherill and I* Janette 
W etherill, Co-Partners trading as 
“ W etherill 
Enterprises’*. 
There 
have been no farther conveyances 
of either Tract I or Tract 2. 
The purpose of the 1826 purchase 
of Tract I was to establish thereon 
a lumber yard, which was done not 
long thereafter. There w ert certain 
Improvements located on Tract I at 
that time, and 
since then the 
W etherills have from time to time 
further Improved It as the require­ 
ments and expansion of their busi­ 
ness dictated. A gasoline station Is 
now operated on a portion of Tract 
I fronting on Old Route IS. 
In 1826 the W etherills recognised 
that Tract I was Insufficient in ex­ 
tent to take care of the future 
needs of an expanding business, and 
accordingly acquired 
Tract I aa 
earlier noted. 
U ntil the summer of 1951 the 
W etherills had permitted Tract S 
to remain entirely vacant except 
that 
(a ) tn 1646 they leased to one 
John 
Raccagno the 
one-quarter 
thereof at the Intersection of Old 
Route IS and the siding easement, 
fronting KO feet on Old Route IS 
by a depth of 200 feet along the 
easement, for a term of one year 
with the right on the part of the 
lessee to renew for an additional 
four years, as a storage place and 
depot for olla, gasoline and other 
petroleum products, and 
(b) the W etherills may have oc- 
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rationally and infrequently used 
portions of Tract 2 for the storage 
of small quantities ai lumber and 
other m aterials. The only Improve­ 
ments shown by the testimony as 
having been made on Tract I until 
the summer of 1651 were certain 
petroleum storage 
tanka, which 
were all located within 166 feet of 
Old Route IS and were removed 
about eight years ago. Except for 
this there Is no evidence that Tract 


2 was ever even fenced In. 
The W etherills have la the past 
turned down a number of offers 
to purchase a ll or portions of Tract 
2, for the reason, they state, that 
they require a ll ai that ground In 
connection with their business. 
In 
the 
summer of 
1661 
the 
Wetherills had Tract S graded 
somewhat to suit the same for the 
piling of lumber thereon, hut for 
various reasons decided not to 
commence actualy using Tract I 
at that time, and made no actual 
use thereof whatsoever between 
then and early In IM S. Commencing 
In December, 1962, Ute W etherills 
spread 6 inches of gravel on the 
surface of Tract I, Instated a, 
fence, with barbed wire, and, com­ 
mencing In January, I KIS, piled 
large quantities of lumber on Tract 
2 at points close to the southwest 
and northwest lines thereof In the 
portion of Tract 2 located more 
than 156 feet from Old Route IS. 
They have spent 
some $7,666. on 
these Improvements. 
U ntil the passage of Tim Bristol 
Borough Zoning Ordlndance of IM I 
(which was approved December 16, 
1951, and became effective Decem­ 
ber 26. 1961) there was no Boning 
in the Borough at Bristol. At the 
time said Ordinance was being con­ 
sidered and discussed before 
s£ge. the W etherill* learned of the 
fact that the toning map proposed 
In connection therewith placed both 
Tract I and Tract 2 partly In a C- 
Comtnerclal D istrict and partly In 
an R-l Residence D istrict( the line 
dividing said two districts on said 
map being parallel with and 166 
feet distant in a northwesterly di­ 
rection from Old Route IS ). The 
W etherills objected to the fad that 
a portion of each of these tracts 
would he In a residential district, 
but understood from discussions of 
the proposed Ordinance which they 
had at that time with sonlng es* 
peru who had assisted In Rs pre­ 
paration, that tf the W etherills* 
existing use of certain of their pro­ 
perty was not Bien In conform ity 
with the coning regulations, such 
use would not be affected thereby. 
The W etherills have never made 
any application for a banding or 
other permit or for any approval 
under said Ordinance, with respect 
to any Improvements on or use of 
Tract I ainee the effective date of 
said Ordinance. 
A ll of that portion of Tract t 
which lies within the R-l D istrict 
ti. rn., the rear 260 feet thereof) Is 
bounded on the northwest, and on 
the southwest (except for a street 
and an intervening atrip of vacant 
ground IO feet wide) by Iota of ap­
